WASHINGTON, March . —The 
American reply to the ce Mexi- 
can note in the exchange of cor- 
respondence over Mexico’s” new 
netroleum and land laws probably 
will be transmitted this week, it 
was learned at the state-~—depart- 
ment. today. Pe 

Conclusion of the conferences tLe- 
tween Secretary of State Kelloggs 
and Charles B. Warren, former am- 
bassador to Mexico and one of the 
American commissioners sent there 
a few years ago, was reported by 
officials of the department, and 
Warren has left for his home in 
Michigan. 

Secretary Kellogg is expected to 
confer within the next two days 
with Ambassador Tellez of Mexico, 
after which the American note will 
be forwarded to the Mexican 
government. 

According to officials of the de- 
partment, there has been marked 
improvement in the relations be- 
tween the two countries over the 
issue. The new note will be more 
friendly than the earlier epistles. 
Hope of an amicable settlement is 
now frankly expressed. 

The department has no informa- 
tion as to when the Mexican 
government plans to promulgate 
relations making the new _ petro- 
leum and land laws effective. It 
is assuméd that no date has as set 
been fixed. 

After the new note has gone 
forward, all of the correspondence 
between Washington and = Mexico 
City will be made public, Chair- 
Borah of the Foreign Relations 
Committee in the Senate today. 

“Neither the State Department 
bor the Mexican government has 
any cbjection to publication,” he 
declared.

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ABOUT NEWSPAPERS 


Most Americans agree with the statement of 
Grove Patterson, ‘editor of the Toleda, Blade, to the 
effect that the modern newspaper is one of mankind's 
four greatest institutions, the others of course, being the 
~ home, the church and the school. 
Like ozher modern institutions, newspapers often 
make mistakes, and the public does not hesitate to tell 
the editor about these errors. But the magnitude of 
the task of building the modern newspaper in so 
_short a time will easily accoun: for’the mistakes and 
they are no more numerous than they would be in 
other lines of endeavor under similiar conditions. 
People like to criticize public officials, lawyers, 
and the general run of folks, but for some reason, they 
like the best of all to criticize newspapers. The 
reason may be that the mistakes of the newspaper -are 
always before them, and cannot be denied or buried. 
At any rate as Mr. Patterson said: _ ie 
“It’s the cheap and joyous custonr to criticize 
newspapers. Nearly all public speakers from snake 
charmers to preachers attack newspapers for the reason 
that it is the simplest and easiest way to get quick ap- 
plause. Applause is the breath of life to luncheon 
speakers.” : 
Yet the newspaper is.‘always in the forefront 
defending the community in which it lives, and in 
_ promoting all things that are for the community's good 
It probably gives more free service and more honest 
service for less money than any other commercial en- 
terprise. No man would want to live in a city or 
town without newspapers and the newspapers them- 
selves are usually an index of the prosperity and pro- 
gressivness of the community. ,

as the year 1600, and apple 
pie was probably among the first 
fruit ples. JThe pies of those days, 
spelled “‘p-y-e-s,” were not the 
Same as the luscious two crust pies 
We enjoy today. ,They were a sort 
of tart with one crust, and in other 
ways were quite different. No 
doubt the early colonists brought 
with them the English apple pie 
which is made in e deep dish with 
a top crust, but no lower crust. 

Apple Pie Recipe 

This is my recipe for apple pie: 
1% cups flou- 
y%, tsp. salt 
1 cup shortening 

Ice water—5 tablespoons 
6 medium apples 
5 cup sugar 
1 tsp. cinnamon 
1 tbsp. butter 


Method: Sift flour once before 
measuring. Sift flour and salt to- 
gether. Cut in the shortening. Add 
enough ice water to make a stiff 
dough. Turn out on a board and 
livide the dough in halves. Roll 
out one crust to fit the pie tin. 
iit the crust into the pan lightly. 
Do. notistretch the dough. Fill the 
crust with apples which have been 
mixed with sugar and cinnamon. 
Det with the butter. Moisten the 
Age of the undercrust. Fold top 
crust in half, making several cuts} 
through which the steam may es-! 
cape. Cover the pie with the top 
crust. Press the two edges together 
with a fork. Trim off edges of 
crust. Bake 40 minutes. Have the 
oven very hot for the first 5 or 7 
minutes, 500 degrees Fahrenheit. 
When the crust begins to brown, 
reduce thé heat. Finish baking in 
a moderate oven, 380 degrees Fah- 
cenheit, This amount will make a 
pie nine inches in diameter or six 
good servings. 

If you wish a rich flaky top crust 
on the pie, dot it with 1 tbsp. of 
butter after the crust is rolled out.

Use Water Carefully 

Use just enough water to make | 
a paste that will hold together. 
Good pastry should be so cold and 


dry that practically no flour is 
needed on the board. That means 
that the paste should not be at all 
sticky. If you add too much water, 
you must work in more flour, and 
kneading pastry makes it tough. ! 
Any pie paste. and particularly a | 
rich flaky paste may be handled { 
more easily if a canvas covering is | 
placed over the bread board. Any 
fine canvas’or firm toweling will | 
answer the purpose. To cover the | 
rolling pin, a child's white stock- 
ing with the foot cut off is very 
satisfactory. Fasten the ends‘of the | 
canvas firmly onto the board, and 
rub flour into it before rolling the | 
paste. | 

It is always better to allow the | 
finished dough to stand for some 
time before using it. Roll half of 
the dough at a time, rolling it in 
the shape of the pan. Ease the 
crust into the pan. Do not stretch 
it as it will shrink @ little during 
baking. Some cooks trim the bot- j 
tom crust as soon as it is in the 
pan, but I think you can secure a 
better edge, especially for juicy 
pies, if the crust ts not trimmed 
until the top crust is on and the 
edges fitted together. The edge of 
the undercrust should always be 
moistened before the top crust is 
put on, in order to make the edges 
stick together better. ou 3

according to Major Sawkins’ tes- 
timony. “I desire to retract apy- 
thing I have done.” 


In addition, Major Sawkins tes- 
tified, Clampitt himself ‘also re- 
ceived a retraction letter from 
Miss Swallow in which~she told 
the young chaplain that “Your 
actions and cenduct toward me 
would not justify any action on 
my part,” i 


Major Sawkins told the. court 
he then recommended that the 
case against Clampitt be dismiss- 
ed. This was in September, 1925, 
shortly after the Major had been 
appointed for the second time 
by the war department to in- 
vestigate the charges against 
Clampitt. 

Early in November, Major Saw- 
kins continued, he received a let- 
ter :from the commanding officer 
of the Ninth Corps Area instruct- 
ing him to demand Clampitt's 
resigne‘:on from the army “For 
the good of the service.” 

Clampitt thought the matter 
over, Sawkins testified, and finally 
decided not to resign under such 
conditions but to stay and “fight 
the charges.” Clampitt declared 
he was the victim of an alleged 
blackmail plot, according to Saw- 
kins. 


Testimony today developed that 
the entire affair started, appar- 
entlq, when Miss Swallow asked 
$250 from Clampitt. Clampitt re- 
fused, according to Sawkins, and 
told Miss Swallow that if she per- 
sisted with her demand charges 
would De brought against her. 

What these charges could be 
was not divulged. Major Sawkins, 
however, divulged that Miss Swal- 


low had a_ police record’ in 
Kansas City and thai police of- 
ficials there. had given in in- 
formation concerning ner.

Laws Planned f or 
United States

operation of vehicles on the high- 
ways. 

Under the registration act each 
state is to have a motor vehicle 
department with .a commissioner 
in charge. Registrations of one 
state would have complete recip- 
rocal rights in ail other states. 
The department would have the 
right to cancel or refuse regis- 
trations. Knowingly receiving or 
transferring a stolen, vehicle 
weuld be made a felony. 


The license act fixes minimum 
ages of 16 years for operations 
and 18 years for chaufeurs.* Hab- 
itual drunkards or drug addicts, 
or incompetent operators are de- 
nied licenses. The motor vehicie 
department is given power to re- 
voke or suspend licenses at will 
subject to appeal to the courts. 

In certain major offenses sus- 
pended suspension of licenses is 
mandatory. No person whose lic- 
ense hag been revoked may re- 
ceive a new license until one 
year after the revocation. 

The operation act fixes uniform 
speed laws. They are 15 miles an 
hour in. congested districts, 20 
miles in residential districts and 
35 miles an hour elsewhere, with 
an additional 10 miles an hour 
optional to the various states on 
‘all three speed classifications. 

The practice that “the car on 
the right has the right of way” 
is made the general rule. Uniform 
headlight fegulators are provided. 
Use of sirens, bells or whistles is 
‘prohibited on pleasure cars. 

Penalties for misdemeanors pro- 
vide fines not exceeding $100 for 


first offenders, or jail sentences 
not over ten days. 

Drivjng while /intoxicated is 
punished by .net less than 30 


t 


days in jail or by not less than 
$100 fine; second offense no less 
than 90 dayg in jail or more 
than one thousand dollars fine. 

Motorists convicted of felonies 
as defined vy the motor vehicle 
act must serve not less than one 
year or more than five in State 
prison or be fined not less than 
$500 or more than $5,000.
